NEARING THE END.

INDIANAPOLIS (iInd.,) March 12.— 
Gen. Benjamin MWHarrison can live but 
a few hours. His condition up to 
within a few houre of this (Tuesday) 
morning was encouraging, but he aft- 
erward became restiess, and an hour or 
two later Dr. Jamieson, who left the 
bedside for his own home, was hastily 
summoned by Dr. Dorsey, who has 
constantly been in the sick room for 
several days past. 

None but the physicians and intimate 
friends were admitted to Gen. Harri- 
son's house, although there was a con- 
stant stream of carriages with callers 
all day yesterday: Those at the Har- 
rison residence are Mrs. Harrison and 
the little daughter, Elizabeth; Private 
Secretary Tibbetts, Drs. Jamieson, 
Dorsey and Hadley, and a corps of 
trained nurses. Russell Harrison and 
Mrs. McKee were advised by wire of 
the serious turn in the general's condi- 
tion, and the former wired that he will 
leave Washington at 1:30 o'clock 
Wednesday for Indianapolis. Mre. Mc- 
Kee, however, is detained in her home 
at Saratoga, N. Y., through the iliness 
of her children, it being tmpossibie for. 
her to leave them at this time. 

When the general was taken ill, it is 
said he requested his physicians to 
make no unnecessarily alarming etate- 
ment to the public as to his condition. 


As the physicians decided to heed this 


request it has been with the greatest 
difficulty that any authentic news has 
been obtained from the sick room up 
to within the last twenty-four hours. 
When an inqtiry has been made on the 
telephone as to the general's condi- 
tion, the inquirer has been promptly re- 
ferred to Dr. Jamieson, who issued 
hourly bulletins to the press. 

At @ o'clock this afternoon Dr. 
Jamieson dezlared in his bulletin that 
Gen. Harrison’s condition was critical. 
At 3 o'clock and 4 additional 
bulletins were issued which simply 
stated that no change in the condition

earlier in the’afternoon. Drs. Jamie- 
son, Hadley and Dorsey watched by 
the bedside, not leaving it for a mo- 
ment except to retire for a short, low- 
voiced consultation in a corner or in 
an adjoining room. Mrs. Harrison 
sti waited for the most minute symp- 
toms of favorable character, but at 5 
o’clock this afernoon it became ap- 
parent that Gen. Harrison was dying, 
and physicians at the bedside of the 
distinguished patient made no effort 
to conceal the real gravity of the sit- 
uation. They said that it was a mate 
ter of hours only, and that all hope 
of his recovery had been abandoned. 
CONDITION YESTERDAY. 

Gen. Harrison continued to sink 
from@ early this morning. He was for 
the Breater part ef the time in a semi- 
comatose condition and there were 
symptoms of approaching delirium. 
The signal spreading of the deep in- 
flammation and congestion was the 
presence of the great danger that had 
been feared from the beginning of his 
illness. 

Early tonight there was increased 
respiration which told of the creeping 
congestion, and the strength of Gen. 
Harrison began to diminish rapidly. 

At 10 o'clock he was much weaker 
than he had been two hours before, 
and from that time on the sinking 
rapidly continued. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock tonight, with 
his face plainly betraying his agita- 
tion, Dr. Jamieson, the physician in 
charge, left the residence of Gen. 
Harrison to go to his office to prepare 
some additional medicines which the 
gravity of the case demanded. When 
he returned, he said that the condi- 
tien of Gen. Harrison was extremely 
critical, and that it was impogsible to 
say how long, in his weakened condi- 
tion, the patient might be enabled to 
resist the deepening of the conges- 
tion. 

During the afternoon, the physicians 
resorted to the oxygen treatment, in 
an endeavor to furnish relief from the 
constant pain and labor of breathing 
with which the general contended, It 
consisted in supplying the lungs with 
pure oxygen. By this means, the abil- 
ity of the parts of the lungs not con- 
gested and inflamed to purify the blood 
was greatly increased. The congested 
and inflamed parts were permitted. to 
rest by means of the oxygen treatment, 
while the parts still unaffected worked 
double. It was this treatment which 
saved the life of Rudyard Kipling when 
he suffered his severe iliness from 
pneumonia. 

Dr. Jamieson, in giving out the pub- 
lic bulletins, has been conservative, 
and it was thought by some that 
Gen. Harrison’s condition was ever 
more alarming than these bulletins 


would indicate. It was stated this

‘| should be noted, are not nearly so fav- 


orable for the auto-vehicles as they 
will be later on, when the prices of 
these vehicles have been reduced to 
something like a permanent basis, and 


| when the cost of motive power has 


also been reduced, as it is almost cer- 
tain to be, within a few years. The 
low price of horses at the present time 
is also a factor against fhe econ- 
omy of the automobile. If, there- 
fore, the latter be’ more economical 
than horses under present conditions, 
we may expect it to grow steadily in 
favor as time passes and improve- 
ments in auto-vehicles are made. 
Recent estimates, according to Mr. 
Walsh, show that one driver, two 
horses, and one delivery boy, traveling 
forty-two miles per day, or twenty-one 
miles for each horse, cost 428.54 cents 
per diem. The daily cost of an elec- 
tric wagon, with one driver and one 
boy, covering the same distance, 
amounts to 387.77 cents. The horses, 
it is estimated, would cover the forty- 
two miles in 6 hours, while the elec- 
tric vehicle would cover the distance 
in 4.66 hours, effecting a saving in 
time—which is an important factor— 
of 1.34 hours. 
“Allowing a depreciation of 25 per 
cent. per year,” says Mr. Walsh, “the 
electric delivery wagon and truck are 
relatively cheaper to operate today 
than the horse and wagon at a depre- 
ciation of 10 per cent. per year.’’ Other 
advantages which .would follow the 
general use of auto-vehicles are the 
lessened cost of cleaning the streets, 
and the decreased wear and tear on 


the pavements, which of course would 


materially legsen the cost of keeping 
the streets In repair. There would 
also be a decided improvement in hy- 
gienic conditions, not the least factor 
of which would be. the lessening of 
noise in cities. The danger to pedes- 
trians, it is claimed, would be less, 
and runaways would be unknown. 
Furthermore, the saving of room on. 
congested city thoroughfares would be 
about 50 per cent. and this, in itself, 
would be a consideration of very great 
importance. 

That the automobile, in one form or 
another, has “come to stay,” there cah 
be no doubt. But it is yet in a transi- 
tion state. It has not yet reached a 
position, in the process of evolution, 
beyond the “horseless carriage” stage. 
The ordinary auto-vehicle, of what- 
ever kind, is as awkward in appear- 
ance as can well be imagined. It has 
sawed-off look of incompleteness, 
and is painfully suggestive of “horse 
wanted.” A few years hence, in all 
probability, the present styles of vehi- 
cles will be as obsolete as is the high- 
wheeled bicycle at the present time. 
Compared to the automobile of the fu- 
ture, that of the present will doubtless 
be as strikingly archaic as are the first 
railway coaches compared to the 
wheeled palace of today. : 

The high prices of automobiles, and 
the fact that the experimental stage 
of development has not yet been en- 
tirely passed, have operated to retard 
the rapid increase in the use of these 
vehicles. But the increase has been 
rapid, for all that, and it will doubt- 
less continue in a constantly acceler- 
ating ratio, as these vehicles are 
brought to greater and still greater 
perfection and are placed upon the 
market at lower and still lower prices.

kept up until every man on the force 
ie thoroughly drilled. The idea is to 
establish a uniform system of drill, so 
that the force could be directed by an 
army officer if necessary. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. - 

Fair weather, with moderate tem- 
perature, fled the earlier part of 
the week, followed, the latter portion, 
by considerable cloudiness, and fog in 
sections, with showers on the 8th and 
a timely rain Sunday night, according 
to the weekly climate and crop bulle-. 
tin of the Weather Bureau for South- 
ern California. Growing crops gener- 
ally were not actually suffering for 
moisture, except some barley on sandy 
soil, but all were benefited by the rain 
and orchard cultivating  factlitated.

IN SECURING THE LEGAL RIGHTS 
OF WOMEN. 


{By Catherine Waugh McCulloch of the Chi- 
cago bar.) 


HE first effort known to history 
when women's pleadings gained 
elegal rights was the asking from 


Moses by the daughters of Zelophehad 


for a share of their deceased father's 


Peal estate. The daughters of Zelop- 


hehad were not members of the Gen- 


| eral Federation of Women's Clubs, 


but an independent non-auxiliary as- 
Sociation, doubtiess considered very 


presumptuous in asking such favors. 


But after their request was granted no 
felt any compunctions 


Other woman 
about accepting the benefits which ac- 
craed through this presumption. From 


that time on, some women have been 


brave enough to ask for certain de- 
@ired rights from their legai superiors, 
and many women without hesitation 
the results of 


The great woman movement of the 


century had in it, however, fewer 
'the societies which ask for rights 


than it had of societies which sought 
t@ confer ‘bounties, or asked favors for 
themseives or others. The religious, 
abolition, missionary, humane, tem- 
perance and philanthropic organiza- 


tions were of those that sought to give 


to help others. 


There were through the early years 
1 groups of earnest women who 


ask for women ail rights which 
enjoyed. They asked this merely 
om the ground of justice and not be- 
f@mse of the great good they might 
agcomplish, which latter motive doubt- 
fags would have proved more powerful 
te the majority of women. 
Besides those groups of women, there 
come to great prominence in the 
lat ten or twenty years other groups 
nized principally fer seif-cuiture. 
ese are the women’s clubs. They 
began with exhaustive studies of the 
past, but soon came to thorough study 
of the present—of living people and 
ving questions. Having hearts, they 
eould not fail to be touched by grief; 
having minds, moe could not be pre- 
Vented from searching for causes and 
Suggesting remedies, and, having con- 
Gtiences, they could not be withheld 
from ecarnest, consecrated effort. 


GRIEVOUS RESULTS OF UNJUST 
LAWS. 


To some the wrongs under which 

their own sex suffered 
strongly and they discovered that un- 
just laws were the foundation of some 
ef these wrongs. They believed that 
married women ought no r to 
guffer under the disabilities theretofore 
imposed by law-—that they should 
have a right to their own wages, a 
right to control property given to or 
earned by them, a right to a share in 
their children’s custody and training, 
and to a portion of the family income 
and a t te help choose the family 
ey said that women should 


have a right to receive the Benefits of 


achools supported by public money, a 
Tight to fair and equal wages at em- 
ployment for wiilch they had special 
adaptation. a right to enter any pro- 
fession or employment, a right to jus- 
tice in the courtroom, a right to pro- 
tection of their persons from assault 
and disease and henge of their 
roperty from unjust ure, 
and ouiside encroachments. 
Such legal right should be assured to 
ali women. When a woman or a club 
of women began to think about these 
subjects they soon wished to secure 
legal rights {o> women. 
While it may be natural for a club 
woman to claim a great deal of what 
has been accomplished to be due to 
the influence of clubs, it must be ad- 
mitted that it is only recently that 
the clubs auxiliary to State and na- 
tional federations have interested 
themselves in securing legal recogni- 
tion of these rights, for only during 
the last decade have these combina- 
-¢iome of clubs arisen, and long before 
that many States had made changes in 
the law relating to women. It might 
be safely said that before the organ- 
$zation of the General Federation o 
Women’s Clubs or State federation 
much of this work had been done by 
other organizations of women, notably 
the suffrage tions. 
WORK OF INDIVIDUAL REFORM- 
ERS. 


Progressive, cultured women twenty, 
thirty and even thirty-five years ago 
accomplished many changes. Women 
like Lacy Stone and Susan B. Anthony 
Jectured from town to town about te 
injustice of depriving women of these 
rights and arotsed many to petition 

res, Congresses and City 
Counciis. Some influenced thelr law- 
making friends. For instance, in Iili- 
noi#, in those earlier days, men like 
Judge Tuley, Judge Bradwell, the late 
Senator M. B. Castle, the revered 
Genator D. L. Whiting, felt, so much 
the spirit of equality which was the 
goal of the women of their families 
and acquaintance that they made the 
woman's cause their own, and labored 
to pass laws just to women. This was 
not merely the gratuitous effort of

The securing of certain rights, such 
the right to enter professions, has 
rule, the work 
of any organization, but of individual 
women. Take, for example, the right 
of women to practice law, striven for 
im various States during the past 
thirty years. That women were for- 
bidden to practice law did not incon- 
venience many women nor appeal! to 
the sympathies of the mass of women. 
the particular woman who desired 
this right made her indiviaual struggle 
alone through courts and Legislatures, 
and when the right was once estab- 

lished, it stood there for all women. 
UNSELFISH LABOR FOR OTHERS. 
Some clubs in their infancy have 
been afraid of public c«vestions and 
others older may have put tardily 
eutgrown their infantile ‘onr of the 
bugaboo “woman's rights.” Sut the 
clubs as a rule are not now alarmed 
at the discussion of public «ucstions. 
Much of their public work is, how- 
éver, on local and municipa! matters 
and on State or national questions 
which affect men and women equally. 
The preservation of forests, of cliff 
awellings, of noted historical spots, of 
places of renowned beauty, of colonial 
manor houses, of churches, of battile- 
fields, of records, the efforts in behalf 
of proper management of State in- 
stitutions, the work to perfect the pub- 
lic es, to establish State travel- 
ing libraries—thixs valuable work 
takes much time, is helpful to the com- 
munity at large, is work with law- 
makers. but is not an effort to gain 
Jegal rights for women. However, 
many clubs are now instructing their 
legisiative committees to look after the 

ts of women.

ganized womanhood has been keener 


| to discern the actual injustice to a 


small number of unfortunate and 
suffering women than to see the pos- 
sible wrongs to the many average 
normal women. They have asked for 
women custodians of women criminals 
in jails and police stations, for reform 
schools, to help girl delinquents, for. 
womanly care of women paupers and 
insane, for icgal protection to women 
workers from iong hours, unjust fines 
and unsanitary conditions. 

The clubs of Wisconsin, Georgia, 
Conneticut, Llinols, Massachusetts 
and other States are asking better 
legislation for working women and 
children. 

The clubs of Georgia want matrons in 
ail city jails. Michigan clubs secured 
the passage of a bill making it obliga- 
tory to have women physicians in State 
institutions where women and children 
are held. California and Vermont 
clubs are working for a similar law. 
The Chicago Woman's Club has 
Stood for this principle. Florida clubs 
are already striving to raise the age of 
protection of a girl's chastity from 10 
to 18 years, and clubs in other States 
will indorse such bills when presented. 
Georgia aleo asked that the marriage 
age of girls be raised from 10 to 16 


DEFEATS 
WOMEN. 
This work planned relates to the le- 

gal rights of women, but is particularly 

for the unfortunate or helpless. Not 
all these measures will pass, for wo- 
man’s influence has its limite. The 

New Ycrk clubs felt this keenly when 

their favored measure failed to pass. 

They asked for a State industrial 

school for girls, where household arts 

and crafts could be taught to girls as 
other established schools were teaching 
manual work to boys. They felt that 
the sixty homes in their State for fallen 
women would not be so overcrowded if 
as girls the inmates had been in- 
structed in some useful occupation. 

The courtesy of the legislators and 

their promise to give the matter care- 

ful consideration encouraged the wo-. 
men. Their hopes fell when later they 
received word that the funds were so

jects so great that the appropriation 
needed could not be made. bout the 
same Jay, however, the Legisiature 
Lad funds enough to establish in a 
male college a chair in veterinary sci- 
ence at a cost of $200,000, and to ap- 
propriate $150,000 for a military parade.

In some of the States the women are 
yet begging admittance to such schools. 
The Georgia club urged a bilk admit- 
ting women to the State University 
and to the textile department of their 
school of technology. 


| EARNEST WORK NOW IM PROG- 
RESS. 


Notice that these efforts are purely 
unsel@sh, the securing of rights for 
women other than the petitioners. 
Even the effort to secure laws aliow- 
ing women to be placed on school 
boards is not so much to give women 
rights as to improve the schools. In 
Arkansas, Connecticut, New Hamp- 
shire, Georgia and Tennessee the State 
club organizations work for this, and 
many lecal clubs in States where such 
laws have been previously passed work 
to have their provisions carried out.* 

Delaware clubs are working to secure 


@ vote on school questions, and the 


Minnesota clubs rejoice over success in 
gaining the vote on library matters. 
The Georgia clubs were able to prevent 
the passage of a bill forbidding a wo- 
man the right to be assistant State 
librarian. 

Connecticut clubs are investigating 
the guardianship laws: Massachusetts 
and Missouri clubs the laws relating to 
women employés, and the clubs In sev- 
eral other States are making special 
study of laws relating to women and 
trying to secure better enforcement of 
good laws. Rhode Isiand .clubs are 
publishing a volume of the faws relat- 
ing to women. 

The foregoing is what the clubs-are 
now actually doing or what they did 
Such unselfish charitable 
work in the improv mt of laws de- 
serves success, but often been fol- 
lowed by failure. For example, the 
Georgia clubs worked faithfully for a 
bill to raise the age of protection for 
girls from 10 years, for a bill prohibit- 
ing the labor of children under 12 in 
factories, and for a bill to admit wo- 
men to the State textile school. All 
three of these measures have been de- 
feated by the Georgia Representatives, 
representing surely not the womanhood 


The Vermont Legislature has also 
defeated a woman's club bill providing 
for women on boards of asylums where 
women are confined. 

These are bitter lessons. A Georgia 
woman in the Atlanta Journal says: 
“Women in Georgia are growing 2a lit- 
tle tired of hearing about their in- 
fluence as being all- 1 and find- 
ing it upon test to be absolutely noth- 
ing.” But as long a8 women are de- 
prived of the ballot they must expect 
many defcats of cherished bills before 
the continual dropping of persuasion 
and petitions and influence can wear 
away the stone of prejudice. 
MUCH STILL. REMAINS TO BE 

DONE. 


Notwithstanding such defeats the 
State legislatures this winter are meet- 
ing many progressive club women ar- 
dently championing bills to secure va- 
rious legal rights for women. They 
also meet members of the suffrage as- 
sociations; whose primary object is the 
ballot? but who have always worked 
also for lesser rights. The National 
American Suffrage Association, when 
requested by State eocieticos, has been 
recommending to each the legislation 
most needed and most likely to win 
success. 

Lawmaketfs will have little opportu~ 
nity this winter to err ignorantly. 
There is much yet to be accomplished, 
theugh after-dinner speakers, referring 


of the State. 


to the progress in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. generally talk in such glowing 
terms of woman's advanced position 
as to lead one to infer that there is 
nothing more to be desired. But there 
is still something more to be done 
before all the rights of women are 
secured. The twentieth century has a 
chance to improve on the past. 

In some eight States wives have 
either no contro! or only partial con- 
trol over their own property, and in 
twice as many no control over their 
wages. 

In some States the law of courtesy 
still prevails by which the husband 
has the use of all the wife's real es- 
tate during his life: even after her 
death, should she have given birth to 
a living child. In these same States 
the wife has only dower in her hus- 
band's real estate—that is, the use of 
one-third after his death. 

While many States provide for a 
wife's support suited to her condition 
in life. which. however, is often hard 
to enforce, in others she can compel 
no support unless divorced. 

WHY WOMEN NEED THE BALLOT. 

In many States wives are made 
equually liable for family support, but 
in most they-are allowed no share in 
family income. In three-fourths of 
the States mothers are not equal to 
fathers in the guardianship of their 
children. In about half the States the 
age of protection for a girl's chastity, 
called the age of consent, is 14 years 
or lower. In -many States seduction 
is no crime. In several of the States 
women are not admit+-4 to the bar 
nor to higher schools of learning and 
can hold no @lective position. 

In all the States except the four 
where women vote, the wages of women 
are on the average much lower than 
those of men employed on the same 
kind of work. The knowledge of such 
gross inequality and legal injustice 
convinces women that they are yet 
distant from the millennium. 

-Even when laws are theoretically fair 


and equal it is difficult sometimes to 
secure their 


just enforcement for 
women in courts officered only by men, 


‘elected or appointed by men only. 


Women’s lack of political power op- 
erates to their disadvantage in secur- 
ing and enforcing legal rights. From 
her that hath not political rights are 
taken away even the legal rights 
which she hath. 

The struggie to secure the ballot for 
women is another story, but until the 
ballot is obtained women will meet 
with many defeats in securing further 
legal! rights and in holding fast those 
now allowed. The ballot in the hands 
of American womanhood will be the 
one assurance of stable justice to 


women.

DEATH OF A PHYSICIAN.
